WASHINGTON, (Copyright, 1937, by 
United Press)—Permanent flood con- 
trol, even with unlimited appropria- 
tions, will require at least ten years, 
agriculture department experts predict- 
ed today. 

Hugh H. Bennett, head of the Soil 
Conservation Service, and F. A. Silcox, 
chief of the U. S. Forest Service, in a 
joint statement to the United Press 
said a permanent flood contro] pro- 
gram can not be put in operation 
“within a few months or even one or 
two years.” 

If a comprehensive program for con- 
trol is begun at once and continued 
during the next decade, the experts 
said that it would be possible to guar- 
antee protection to those areas now 
subject most frequently to devastating 
flood waters. 

“There is no use in trying to fool 
ourselves about the job ahead,” Ben- 
nett and Silcox said. “Flood control 
on a permanent basis in the United 
States is not going to be accomplished 
within a few months or even one or 
two years. 

“If we were to start a comprehensive 


control program this spring, it could| — 


not be applied in less than 10 or 15 
years to all the land now in urgent 
need of treatment. Moreover, we will 
get nowhere, if mere sporadic attempts

Raffetto Mourns Loss 
Of Pedigreed 
Setter 


“Hudy Gene” one of the two pedi- 
greed and registered English Setters 
owned by L. A. Raffetto, was killed 
Saturday afternoon by City Officer D. 
W. Le Bourveau after he had found the 
dog had been shot, wounded and left 
to die. 

Raffetto reports the identity of the 
person who wounded the dog is known 
to him and confirmed by three differ- 
ent parties. 


“Hudy Gene” was a sister of “Hudy 
Sally,” also owned by Raffetto. Both 
dogs were ten months old and were 
registered in the American Field Dog 
Stud Book. 


Lloyd reports it has been his custom 
to let the dogs loose for a romp each 
afternoon and that he did this Sat- 
urday. After frolicking in the yard in 
the rear of the Hotel Raffles for a time, 
the dogs took out on the run in the 
direction of the city playground on 
Benham Street. 

Their owner had taken them up 
there on occasion and presumed they 
would return in a short time. He wait- 
ed for them and they failed to return 
within a few minutes, so Raffetto took 
a car and went in search of them. 

Failing to find them by dark, Raf- 
fetto heard that Officer Le Bourveau 
was looking for him and contacted Le 
Bourveau to learn that the officer had 
found “Hudy Gene” with one foot shot 
off and had found it necessary and 
humane to kill her. 

“Hudy Sally” was still missing Mon- 
day morning. 

Mr. Raffetto declined to name the 
person who has been identified as the 
one who shot the dog.

Hundreds of persons in California 
and Arizona were homeless today, 
highways were washed out and railway 
roadbeds swept away, as floods, which 
apparently had reached their peak.

Rivers, fed by melting snows and 
heavy rains, were rising rapidly in both 
Oregon and Washington but it was be- 
lieved colder weather would forestalf 
floods. 

In California, Los Angeles reported 
the most serious flood conditions. The 
worst inundation since the New Year’s 
Day flood of 1934 left two persons 
known to be dead, several others miss— 
ing and more than 200 homeless.

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TE FLOODED 


BY HEAVY RAIN

and damage to the roads was heavy. 

Compton was cleaning up debris and 
repairing damage resulting from high 
waters which covered its level lowlands 
and unincorporated communities as 
far south as Del Mar cast an appre- 
hhensive eye to the skies as they clear- 
ed away the litter left by receding 
flood waters. 


Flood deaths in this area were K. 
Hubert of Corona, who was drowned 
when his automobile was swept off a 
bridge, and Louis Kessler, an inmate 
in the county prison camp, who fell in- 
to a San Jacinto mountain stream and 
was drowned. 


Lower temperatures and clearing 
skies brought a respite from the floods 
but Los Angeles, with 12.63 inches of 
rain this season, aS compared with 3.68 
inches last season, was preparing for 
possible renewed inundation. 

Bakersfield reported that the water 
was receding in rivers which raged 
fank-high yesterday and threatened 
to sweep over both Fruitvale and Oil- 
field, near there. Hundreds of volun- 
teer workers remained on duty to make 
emergency repairs to levees. 

Fresno was recovering from one of 
the most serious floods in years. Wat- 
ers from Dry Creek surged up and over 
its banks and swept through the main 
business district of the city. Residents 
of nearby Clovis and of the lowlands 
of Centerville, however,-were forced to 
abandon their homes and the high 
water still surrounded them today. 

More than 50,000 acres, most of 
which was cotton er pasture land, was 
reported to be under water and 400 
families to be homeless in the San 
Joaquin Valley area. Highways in this 
and the Pajaro River Valley were cov- 
ered by the flood waters, necessitating
